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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  7,  1961 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Clarendon  held  at  Clarendon  Town  Hall  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Amherst  Weeks. 

The  Warning  was  read  by  the  Moderator  and  business 
transacted  according  to  the  warning  as  follows: 

Article  1.  Amherst  Weeks  elected  Moderator — by  acclama¬ 
tion. 

Article  2.  Town  Report. 

George  Holden,  overseer,  announces  that  bills  have  not  been 
paid  since  last  spring  because  of  some  question  about  certain  of 
these  bills — Explains  non-payment.  Town  Report  accepted. 

Article  3.  Road  Commissioner.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  by  acclamation  that  the  Town  elect  one  Road  Commiss¬ 
ioner  by  ballot. 

Article  4.  Mary  H.  Pratt  elected  Town  Clerk  by  acclama¬ 
tion. 

Mary  H.  Pratt  elected  Town  Treasurer  by  acclamation. 

Harold  E.  Johnson  nominated  for  Selectman.  Ballot  neces¬ 
sary  for  Selectman.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  ac¬ 
clamation  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Mr.  Johnson.  It  was  so 
done.  Harold  E.  Johnson  elected  Selectman  for  three  years. 
George  U.  Holden  nominated  for  Overseer.  Motion  made, 
seconded  and  carried  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Mr.  Holden. 
It  was  so  done.  George  U.  Holden  elected  Overseer  for  1  year. 

Joseph  W.  Raiche  nominated  Lister.  Ballot  necessary. 
Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot 
for  Mr.  Raiche.  So  done.  Joseph  W.  Raiche  elected  Lister  for 
3  years. 

Carl  Lanfear  nominated  for  Road  Commissioner.  Ballot 
necessary.  Motion  made  seconded  and  carried  that  Clerk  cast  one 
vote  for  Mr.  Lanfear.  So  done,  Carl  Lanfear  elected  Road  Com¬ 
missioner  for  one  year. 

Robert  Huntley  nominated  Auditor.  David  Miller  nomin¬ 
ated.  Ballot  necessary.  By  ballot  Robert  Huntley  48  votes. 
David  Miller  16  votes.  Total  votes -cast  64 — 33  votes  necessary 
for  choice.  Robert  Huntley  elected  Auditor  for  3  years. 

George  U.  Holden  elected  Constable  for  one  year. 

Irene  Hill  nominated  for  School  Director.  Ballot  necessary 
for  election.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation 
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that  one  vote  be  cast  by  the  town  Clerk  for  Mrs.  Hill.  It  was  so 
done.  Irene  Hill  elected  School  Director  for  3  years. 

Aldace  Newton  elected  by  acclamation  as  Grand  Juror  and 
Town  Agent  and  Trustee  of  Public  Money. 

Article  5.  Town  Roads.  It  was  voted  that  25c  on  the  Grand 
List  be  used  for  Town  roads.  Said  25c  to  be  taken  from  the 
general  account. 

Article  6.  Resurfacing. — Motion  made,  seconded  and  car¬ 
ried  by  acclamation  that  $100.  from  the  General  Fund  be  used  for 
Resurfacing. 

Article  7.  New  Black  Top. — Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  by  acclamation  that  $1,000.00  from  the  General  Account 
be  appropriated  for  new  Black  Top. 

Article  8.  Retreatment. — Motion  made,  seconded  and  car¬ 
ried  that  $4,000.00  from  the  General  Fund  be  appropriated  for 
Retreatment. 

Article  9.  Tuition. — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried 
that  we  pay  the  minimum  tuition  set  by  state  for  High  School 
students  (Moulton  announced  minimum  will  probably  be  raised 
by  State) . 

Article  10.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclama¬ 
tion  that  taxes  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Article  11.  Licenses  for  sale  of  malt  and  vinous  beverages. 
Yes  59.  No  17. 

Article  12.  Licenses  for  sale  of  spirituous  liquors.  Yes  53. 
No  22. 

Article  13.  Borrowing  Money.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  by  acclamation  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
borrow  money  for  use  in  paying  necessary  expenses  of  Town. 

Article  14.  Town  Hall.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried 
that  the  Town  Hall  be  painted  and  repaired. 

Article  15.  Selling  Schools.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  the  old  North 
Clarendon  and  the  Hill  school. 

Article  16.  Municipal  Forest.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
carried  by  acclamation  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
acquire  by  gift  or  purchase  land  for  a  Municipal  Forest. 

Article  17.  Area  Study  Committee.  Motion  made,  seconded 
and  carried  that  School  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  2  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  2  alternates  to  an  Area  Study  Committee  to  ex¬ 
plore  the  desirability  of  a  Regional  School  organization.  H. 


Burdette  Pratt  suggests  that  said  Committee  also  study  possibili¬ 
ties  and  advantages  of  children  on  West  side  of  Town  going  to 
school  in  West  Rutland.  This  is  the  School  Board’s  business,  not 
the  committee’s. 

Article  18.  Fire  Fighting  Equipment.  Mr.  Johnson  explain¬ 
ed  the  aiticle.  Rutland  City  does  not  feel  it  is  being  paid  enough 
for  use  of  its  Fire  fighting  equipment.  Motion  made,  seconded 
and  carried  that  the  Selectmen  be  authoiized  to  make  such  ar¬ 
rangements  with  Rutland  as  is  necessary  to  procure  fire  pro¬ 
tection  for  the  east  side  of  Town. 

Article  19.  General  Account  Tax.  $3.00  recommended.  The 
motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation  that  a 
tax  of  $3.00  be  levied  for  current  town  expenses. 

Article  20.  School  Account  Tax.  Motion  was  made,  second¬ 
ed  and  carried  that  a  tax  of  $5.15  be  levied,  of  which  $4.80  is  to 
be  used  to  pay  current  school  expense  and  35c  to  pay  principal 
and  interest  on  the  new  school  bond. 

Article  21.  Other  business.  H.  Burdette  Pratt  commends 
Road  Commissioner  Lanfear  for  his  work  on  the  roads  and  sug¬ 
gests  the  Road  Commissioner’s  pay  be  raised  by  25c  per  hour  and 
the  pay  of  the  men  raised  15c  per  hour,  making  $1.75  and  $1.15 
respectively.  The  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that 
the  Road  Commissioner  be  paid  $1.75  per  hour  and  the  men 
$1.15  per  hour. 

Mr.  Rich  speaks  on  the  matter  of  a  Town  Dump.  Mr.  John¬ 
son  says  the  Selectmen  have  tried  to  make  some  arrangement  with 
Wallingford  to  use  the  Wallingford  dump.  Motion  was  made  that 
the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  find  a  place  this  year  for  a  dump 
and  buy  it  if  the  price  is  reasonable.  The  money  to  be  taken  from 
the  general  fund.  Motion  amended  to  read — “or  to  make  a  deal 
with  Wallingford  if  that  would  be  more  advantageous”.  Motion 
seconded  and  carried  by  acclamation. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Selectmen  be  em¬ 
powered  to  spend  up  to  10c  on  the  dollar  out  of  the  General  Fund 
for  a  dump.  No  decision  by  acclamation.  By  ballot — Yes  26. 
No.  37.  Necessary  for  choice  32.  Motion  lost. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
at  1 :30  p.  m.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Directors  and  Citizens  of  Clarendon: 

I  submit  my  ninth  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Clarendon  Schools  opened  on  Wednesday,  September  6,  1961,  with 
an  opening  enrollment  of  159  pupils  which  is  a  gain  of  six  from  a  year  ago. 
There  were  two  changes  in  the  faculty  of  our  schools  and  both  of  these  were  at 
the  Flats  School. 

During  the  school  year  ending  on  June  30,  1961,  high  school  tuition  cost 
the  Clarendon  School  District  the  sum  of  $23,616.54  for  79  pupils.  They 


attended  the  following  schools: 

Rutland  High  School .  36 

Wallingford  High  School .  16 

Springfield  High  School .  1 

West  Rutland  High  School .  7 

Mt.  St.  Joseph  Academy .  17 

Middletown  High  School .  2 


Since  the  last  legislature  raised  the  maximum  amount  that  a  School 
District  can  pay  from  $325.00  to  $400.00,  we  can  expect  that  tuition  costs  will 
continue  to  increase. 

The  other  large  item  in  the  school  budget  is  teachers’  salaries.  There  is  a 
State  Minimum  Salary  Law  which  governs  the  minimum  that  can  be  paid  to 
a  teacher  depending  on  her  training  and  experience.  This  law  then  requires 
your  School  Directors  to  pay  at  least  these  minimums. 

Last  summer  new  chairs  and  desks  were  bought  for  the  eighth  grade 
pupils  in  all  the  schools.  It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  continue  this  in  the  seventh 
grade  next  year. 

During  this  school  year,  we  have  had  the  following  expenses: 

School  District’s  share  of  new  doors  at  the  Flats  $  607.30 

Labor  and  materials  on  water  pipe  at  Chippenhook  School  159.15 

Total  cost  of  a  new  well  at  the  Springs  School  4,120. 72 

These  expenditures  which  were  not  forseen  in  our  planning  for  this  school 
year  will  leave  us  on  June  30,  1962  without  any  balance  to  carry  over  into  the 
next  school  year.  This  will  require  us  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  school  tax  for 
next  year  of  40c.  Your  School  Directors  and  Superintendent  therefore  recom¬ 


mend  a  school  tax  as  follows: 

Operating  Costs .  $5.20 

Bond  Issue .  .35

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REPORT  OF  THE  AREA  STUDY  COMMITTEE  -  JANUARY,  1962 

Your  Area  Study  Committee,  composed  of  members  from  Clarendon, 
Dauby,  Mount  Holly,  Mount  Tabor,  Shrewsbury,  Tinmouth  and  Wallingford 
which  was  authorized  by  your  vote  at  the  March  meeting  in  1961,  is  unanimous 
in  saying  that  a  new  central  Junior-Senior  High  School  is  needed  in  this  area 
to  meet  the  inroads  of  obselescence  in  the  present  facilities  as  well  as  to  prepare 
for  the  increase  in  enrollment  forecast  for  the  years  ahead. 

We  all  realize  that  planning  adequate  facilities  and  curriculum  to  meet  our 
children’s  requirements  in  today’s  world  is  a  continuing  problem.  The  en¬ 
deavor  of  this  committee  is  to  define  and  evaluate  the  many  problems  which 
these  seven  towns  must  face  before  plans  can  be  made  for  a  school  that  will 
provide  the  essential  variety  of  courses  and  improve  the  quality  and  efficiency 
of  instruction. 

We  have  made  a  study  of  estimated  future  enrollments  in  the  seven  towns 
and  find  over  a  ten-year  period  there  averages  to  be  almost  600  students  per 
year  in  Grades  7-12.  A  breakdown  shows:

Some  facts  which  are  of  interest  to  all: 

1 .  Each  town  will  have  at  least  one  member  on  the  area  school  board. 

2.  No  vote  will  be  taken  on  a  building  until  after  the  area  is  organized — 
(i.e.  there  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  area  district  to  vote  the  budding 
and  bonding). 

3.  Each  town  shall  vote  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  area  district, 
whether  it  wishes  to  join  for  Grades  7-12  or  Grades  9-12.  In  some 
instances,  joining  7-12  would  relieve  crowded  elementary  conditions. 
The  7-12  organization  allows  some  subjects,  now  considered  High 
School  subjects,  to  be  introduced  in  the  Junior  High  School  for  the 
better  students. 

4.  The  costs  of  operating  will  be  determined  by  the  number  of  students 
from  each  town  on  January  1st  of  the  previous  school  yeai. 

5.  Before  asking  for  a  vote,  there  will  be  a  printed  brochure  of  facts  made 
available  to  all  voters. 

We  hope  that  you  will  be  interested  to  attend  any  and  all  meetings  held 
within  the  area  to  explain  the  details  of  organization  and  functioning  of  a 
regional  school.  You  will  be  most  welcome;  and  we  shall  try  to  place  the  issues 
fairly,  and  to  answer  your  questions  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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VERMONT  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 
ANNUAL  TOWN  REPORT,  1961 


The  following  health  services  were  available  from  State- 
Federal  tax  money  and  local  voluntary  contribution  to  protect 
the  health  of  the  people  of  Clarendon. 

With  the  aim  of  keeping  children  well  and  helping  handicap¬ 
ped  children,  well-child  and  school  conferences  were  attended  by 
61  children.  3  with  orthopedic,  cardiac,  plastic  or  neurological 
conditions  received  services  or  appliances  through  clinics  for 
handicapped  children  and  1  was  given  financial  aid  toward  hos¬ 
pitalization  costs. 

In  the  effort  to  control  communicable  disease  8  persons  re¬ 
ceived  chest  x-rays;  52  children  received  immunications,  includ¬ 
ing  boosters,  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  /or  tetanus- 
Polio  immunizations,  including  boosters,  were  given  166  children 
and  adults  in  clinics  and  conferences,  and  70  people  obtained  im¬ 
munizations  during  the  summer  mobile  polio  program.  The  state 
laboratory  performed  tests  on  14  water  samples,  32  blood  speci¬ 
mens  and  6  other  specimens.  Vaccines,  antitoxins  and  biologi- 
cals  were  distributed  for  protection  against  communicable  dis¬ 
eases. 

There  were  40  sanitary  inspections  or  consultations  made  at 
the  town’s  food  and  lodging  places  and  15  concerning  water  sup¬ 
ply,  sewage  disposal,  public  buildings  and  other  problems,  to 
protect  health  through  improved  town  sanitation. 

Individual  interviews  with  the  psychiatrist,  psychologist  or 
psychiatric  social  worker  were  given  3.  Under  the  community 
mental  health  program  to  develop  local  projects  for  prevention, 
treatment  or  education  in  mental  health,  financial  assistance  and 
staff  consultations  are  available. 

In  cancer  work,  1  received  diagnosis  and  treatment  at  tumor 
clinics  or  were  financially  helped  with  hospitalization  costs. 

All  programs  in  the  department  offer  educational  services. 
Pamphlets,  films,  a  news  release  and  information  service  and 
speakers  are  available.  A  health  educator  is  available  to  help 
town  groups  study  their  health  problems  and  plan  educational 
programs. 

The  public  health  nurse  served  at  well-child  and  school  con¬ 
ferences,  x-ray  and  immunication  clinics,  assisted  by  local  peo- 
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pie.  She  visited  homes,  doctors,  and  agencies,  making  365  visits 
on  behalf  of  117  persons  and  community  health  activities.  Her 
service  is  an  essential  element  in  the  department’s  program  for 
health  promotion,  disease  prevention,  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
education.
